Our  own  production  attempted  to 
capture  this  grand,  transcendant 
world  of  myth  by  means  of  masks. 
Moreover,  we  were  trying  to  make 
the  masks  'live',  that  is,  to  appear 
to  change  expression  given  the 
dynamic  nature  of  speech,  gesture 
and  movement.  When  this 
happens,  it  makes  for  a  powerful 
artistic  experience.
